CALGARY (GP)—A massi\» manhunt was 
under way here Thui-sday night for two kidnappers 
who asked for and received $500,000 in ransom 
money for the safe return of Marlene Hashman, 17, 
a daughter of Sam Hashman, pi'esident of Great 
West International Eiiuities Ltd., a major con¬ 
struction company. 

Police said Miss Hashman was returned ahve 
and well at 11:30 p.m. she had been taken, from 
her home Thursday piorning. 

Two aimed men entered the home, said police, 
tied members of the family and fled with the girl. 

There were no details on how the ransom was 
paid. Miss Hashman spent the day in the trunk of 
a small foreign car. Several telephone calls were in¬ 
volved in the exchange. 

Police said the figure of $300,000 was “ques¬ 
tionable,” but would not elaborate. They had a 
vague description of the men and the car.

British Start 
Food Airlift

LONDO.N (Reuter) — The 
British ' government • ordered 
Thursday an emergewqf mili¬ 
tary airlift of essential food 
supplies to remote islands off 
the, north <x>ast of ScoUand 
seriously hit by a nationwide 
dock strike. 

A Royal Air Force Hercules 
transport plane was cxiiected 
to take a total, of ISO tons of 
vital supplies to the Orkney 
and Shetland Islands wiUiin 
the next 24 Iwurs. 

A government siiukesman 
■aid the move did not entail 
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the use of emergency powers 
proclaimed last week to oom- 
bat the effects of tlie paral^*- 
sis of British ports, now in its 
14th day. 

“This is a perfectly normal, 
humanitarian use of ttie Roy’al 
Air Force, in line with pre¬ 
vious pi'actice,” tlie spokes¬ 
man sai^. 

The emergenc>' stocks — 
mainly flour, cereals, cooking 
tats and sugar ~ slKXild be 
eiiougii to prevent hardship on 
tl)e islands for the next week. 

Private firms are already 
oj>erating an airlift erf animal 
foodstuffs to tile islands to 
prevent a mass farm slaugii- 
ter.

The four-month hold¬ 
out by the coast region’s 
rebel fallers is over. 

The men who like to call 
ttieniselves "rugged individu¬ 
alists” surrendered Thursday 
with some reluctance and a 
feeling UiatAhey had been let 
doNvn by their own union and 
the labor movement as a 
whole. 

After « meeting in Parks- 
ville, the>' agreed to return to 
vwrk and put an end to a 
wildcat strike that began in 
mid-April. They wanted a 
standard piecework pricing 
formula and no part of the S80 
day rate negotiated for them 
by their unk»i. the Interna¬ 
tional Woodworkers of Amer - 
ca. 

'The public, should ■'reali^ 
how the men feU...tnat they 
surely to God didn’t want this 
day rate imposed on them.” 
said Chuck Evans of .N'anai- 
mo. a ape^sman for tlie 
fallers. 

“But the men will live with 
rt. You could sense that at rlie 
meeting. They’ll live with it 
word by word,” he said. 

It was his way of saying the 
fallers, who wiU now be paid 
on a straight dally rate and 
not for the amount of timber 
they cut, could be expected to 
work to rule. 'This, in tuin. 
could mean less log pix>duc- 
tlon. 

IIow' did he feel now that 
tlie Ictfig battle had been lost? 

”1 feci die whole labor 
movement in British COlum? 
bia sliould hang tlieir heads 
over this deleat. 

•'If nothing else, 1 think we 
ha\e exposed the rotten lead¬ 
ership of our own union.” 

Ei'ans said the HVA coast 
leaders liad forced the settle¬ 
ment on the fallers and hid 
prevented them from receiv¬ 
ing funds while they were out. 
He claimed the B.C. Federa¬ 
tion of Labor could have pro¬ 
vided help with its emergency 
fund but didn't because “it 
was playing politics.” 

Did lie not tiiink this was 
because the fallers were en¬ 
gaged In an illegal action — a 
v^ildcat strike? 

“No. Because an awful lot 
of your strikes today are wild- 
f cat strikes.”

The 
image the teaching pro¬ 
fession. 2. Teacher tenure. 
3. Membership dues for 
teachers in the B.C.T.F. 

I believe the teachers need 
to upgrade thdr image to 
gain the proper respect due 
to them In toe community. 
Secondly, teacher tenure 
should be disocmtinued. The 
compulsory deductionof 
B.C.T.F. fees should be re¬ 
instated by whatever party 
forms the next government. 

I am firmly convinced that 
we must have better teaching 
if we are to give our young 
people the education they 
need in this modem world. 
Teachers' degrees are not 
enough in themselves: prac¬ 
tical training in commi^ca- 
tions is required. 

Tenure is a self defeating 
policy. Ihe teachers, as pro¬ 
fessionals. must set and 
maintain their own standards 
of professionalism. The teach¬ 
ers are the best Judges of 
incompetent performance. 

'n>e Bennett government in 
a fit of malice removed the 
checkoff system for the pay¬ 
ment of B.C.T.F. dues. This 
was a serious blunder and 
should be remedied. In re¬ 
turn the teachers must per¬ 
form as a professional group 
not as a trade union.

aThe germ itself can lurk in 
Jiirty places such as a bam- 
prard, or soil contaminated by 
Smimal excretions. Since the 
^erm does not need oxygen, it 
•can exist in such places for a 
Song time. 

S Fear of "a rusty nail" is not 
Jtoecausc the nail is rusty, but 
S>ecause it causes a puncture 
Jwound. A freely bleeding 
•abound is likely to wash the

germs (if present) out before 
they can do harm. But if the 
germs are driven deeply into 
the tissues, whetoer by a nail, 
shard of glass, splinter or 
whatever, that is more dan¬ 
gerous. 

'It needn’t be a serious 
wound. A thorn prick, or 
other trivial wound can in¬ 
troduce the germ. Gunshot 
wounds can cause tetanus 
germs from contamlna^ 
clothing or skin are pui}dned 
deep into the tissues. 

Once the germs sMrt multi¬ 


plying, onset of the disease 
may be fast or slow — any¬ 
where from a few days to two 
montos or more. The earlier 
the onset, the more dangerous 
the attack. 

The toxin, as you say, at¬ 
tacks the voluntary muscles, 
the muscles we move deliber¬ 
ately. ^asnf of the (acial 
muscles is one of the earliest 
symptoms, which, givei rise to 
the term "lockjaw.^’ Howev¬ 
er. that is only Ihe beginning. 
Muscles throughout the body 
stiffen, along with severe 
headache, fever and convul¬ 
sions.

nueis credited in part to the 
eftift of population away from 
'rural areas, but more to the 
increase in vaccination with 
tetanus toxoid. A series of 
protective shots should start 
at the age of a year or 18 
months.

I NTEXUGENT PEOPLE EVERYWHERE by 
now must be asking themselves—if they have 
not done so before — how long society will tolerate 
a system which allows a minority to dictate to an 
industry or, for that matter, a nation. Society — 
that is to say, the people generally — Is long-suher- 
ing, tolerant and usually sympathetic to tiie aims 
and anxieties of any given section of the popula¬ 
tion; but when It b^mes apparent that a large 
section of the society must suffer the consequences 
of unreasonable, irresponsible and unrealistic de¬ 
mands from some of Its members, and that the en¬ 
tire economy is threatened by the inflationary 
trend resulting from such demands, then the time 
must come when they will be rejecte<l 

Without attempting to Justify the government' 
In the current dock strike in Great Britain, it is 
•-nevertheless-apparent • that the-dockers -are-uub«g 
their poyer to strangle the nation’s trade and in¬ 
dustry to win concessions beyond those negotiated 
by their own unions, even though the people in the 
outer islands have to slaughter, their cattle because 
there is no feed for them, and there is a growing 
concern throughout the United Kingdom over ia- 
creasingly serious shortages of essentials for 
human consumption. 

In Vancouver the longshoremen are out in a 
dispute which could spread a paralysis throughout 
Uie'province.' 

In the forest industry, some in the key section 
of fallers refuse to accept the terms of a contract 
reached between negotiators of their own unions 
and the companies concerned. While no one will 
deny any man’s right to refuse his services, there is 


in the circumstances no justification for those who 
do not want to work to try to discourage others 
anxious to honor a contract and earn a living. 

These few examples demonstrate the point; 
when workers abuse their power, and particularly 
when they refuse to accept even the discipline of 
their own protective organizations, they outrage 
the very {uinciides of the movement to which they 
subscribe. They, rather than the grasping employ¬ 
er, become the tyrants. They become the exploiter; 
and the public becomes the exploited. 

No economy can survive the sort of dicta¬ 
torship represented by the'dock workers in Great 
Britain. And democracy becomes Inoperable when 
any section of the work force refuses to accept the 
dedsions of its own leadership and attempts to im¬ 
pose its will. 

.— The sadJthJng ik.that. In the. British case,, the. 
dock workers could push their intransigence to a 
point where, when they are finally prepared to go 
back to the job, there won’t be anything left for 
them. They could, quite literally, destroy the na¬ 
tion without appreciating that the alternative of 
the communist state will put an end forever to 
their right of refusal, to their freedom of protest 
and even of speech. 

It would be a tragedy if in Canada it were nec¬ 
essary to learn from such a savage lesson. . 

— The sad thing is that a democracy nos the 
power in its hands of providing the sort of machin¬ 
ery that could for ever obviate that wasteful clash 
of Interests that causes strikes and lockouts. But as 
long as distrust and self-interest dominate the 
scene a democracy cannot find it 


The Montreal Games 


0[/i? mADERS’ -VIEWS 


\/ETERAN COLUMNIST Charles Lynch of the 
’ Southam papers thinks it’s about time Cana¬ 
dians rallied (with federal money) to make the 
1976 Olympic Games in Montreal an event to 
Impress the world. He is even ahead of Mayor Jean 
Drapeau, who can hardly go back as early as 1972 
on his assurance that Montreal can host the games 
without federal aid other than the kinds available 
in any part of the country. 

Mr. Lynch argues that if the games are a fail¬ 
ure because of Inadequate planning or financing on 
the part of the host country, it will be the biggest 
black eye Canada has ever suffered. Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau is talking to the rest of the coimtry, 
he says, in saying that the Olympic expenditures 
may be very massive but it was agreed at the out¬ 
set by Mayor Drapeau that he didn’t expect any¬ 
thing from Ottawa because of the great federal ex¬ 
penditures at the time of Expo. The only thing that 
apparently could change the prime minister’s 
mind, Mr. Lynch says, would be evidence that a 
majority of Canadians “feel now, while there is still 
time to do something about it, that the only Olym¬ 
piad likely to be held in this century should be an 
outstanding success.” 

We are not sure how the “success” or “fail¬ 
ure” of the games would be assessed, although Mr. 
Lynch gives us a clue by mentioning that a decision 
should be made very soon “whether we want the 


Canada label to go on a mean, inadequate 1976 
Olympiad.” Will Canada deserve opprobrium if it 
doesn’t display extravagance? 

In this context It is Interesting to note some 
conunents in The Oregonian. The 1972 Olympics in 
Munich, the Portland paper says, will cost more 
than million, "an incredibly high price for a 
/drama that has bwn billed since 1896 as a monu¬ 
ment to the amateur spirit. In fact, the games, if 
they can still be called that, are coming to have 
more of the bread-and-drcus atmosphere that 
marked the decay of ancient Rome than the pris¬ 
tine morality that marked the original games in 
the Golden Age of Greece.” 

What irks the newspaper particularly is that 
the limited number of tickets for the Munich games 
available in the United States mostly will be sold in 
conjunction with tours, so that "the middlemen in 
this ticket scalping operation are having their own 
field day.” 

But almost everyone Is out to make a financial 
killing. The Oregonian says, including the host 
cities which get their payoffs usually “in the form 
of large national subsidies for massive, instant 
urban renewal . . .” 

It could be that Canada could earn more resp¬ 
ect than shame in other parts of the world by 
standing finn on Montreal going it alone within 
its means.

South Africa 

Both the articles in your 
Issue of July 12 on South Afri¬ 
ca give rise to a good deal of 
questioning by anyone who 
Imows the country at all well. 
The article by Stanley Uys 
about students is singularly 
lacking facts to support his 
assertions and prognostica¬ 
tions. The essence of this arti¬ 
cle is In the sentence: 

^Tn fact, apart fnmi.the 
parliamentary opposition,^ the 
English-language press, plus 
students, the chiircti and the 
few small anti-apartheid orga¬ 
nizations, are all that is left of 
white Opposition in South Afri¬ 
ca. They form a slender line 
indeed.” 

Mr. Uys teems to miss the 
real significance of the above 
statement, for it shows that 
separate develo{»nent is ac¬ 


cepted by nearly all the 
whites: Indeed at all the five 
elections since the war they" 
have voted 90 per cent in 
favor of it. 

What Mr. Uys also omits to 
notice is that separate devel¬ 
opment is finding greater and 
greater acceptance among the 
non-whites. This Is shown in 
the voting In the two Transkel 
general elections in 1963 and 
1968. In the former the elec¬ 
torate voted 30 to 15 against 
separate devek^nnent, but in 
the 1968 election it voted over¬ 
whelmingly in favor of it. 
Again, in the voting by the 
colored community for their 
representative council in 1969 
the voting was 55 jier cent in 
favor of separate develop¬ 
ment and 45 per cent against. 
One may add to these very 
basic pieces of evidence tlie 
speeches made by the leaders 
in Zululand and Tnvanaland, 
in which the setting-up of sep¬ 
arate states for those African 
nations was hailed as a step 
to eventual Independence. 

There is no possibility of 
South Africa becoming a "ful- 
ly^ledged fascist state,” nor 
are its race policies coilaps- 
ing, despite the view of Mr. 
Uys to the contrary. 

In total his article consists 
of the citation of a number 
incidents, mainly provided by 
students, which, he alleges, go 
to show that the separate dev¬ 
elopment policy is failing. 
Nothing can be further from 
the truth. It is common form 
among writers of the school to 
which Mr. Uys belongs to as¬ 
sert, every time such an 
event as a riot^occurs, that 
South Africa’s race policy is 
on the way to failure . . .

"... Actually, the Idea that 
army, navy and air Corea 
should work together as a sin¬ 
gle service is neither new nor 
unique. It was suggested by 
the vlce<hieC of the General 
Staff in Great Britain ki a lec¬ 
ture given just after the war. 

It was also supported by Gen¬ 
eral Eisenhower based on his 
experience during the Second 
World War. Dozens of of¬ 
ficers, when they were attend¬ 
ing staff college, wrote papers 
suggesting that it should be 
done ~ in the name of com- 
mon sense. Lord Mountbatten, 
too, was also compdetedy in 
agreement based <xi his expe¬ 
rience in the Far East during 
the Second World War. He 
agreed with everything we did 
with the possible exception of 
a single uniform. He jokingly 
said that it wasn’t necessary 
'unless of course it is navy 
blue with brass buttons.’ The 
idea of a single service was 
one he very much supported. 

"Concerning the green tmi- 
fbrm, I must say that this was/ 
designed by the services 
themselves. I had nothing to 
do with it at all, with a single 
exception. I suggested that 
they should continue to wear 
the word 'Onada' on the 
shoulder. They felt that be¬ 
cause it was a unique uniform 
it would nort be necessary to 
wear the shoulder badge. I 
refilled that although it wouU 
be recognized here in Canada, 
in other countries abroad less 
familiar with Caiiadian af¬ 
fairs, it would still be better 
to have the positive iden¬ 
tification piainly viaible. This 
suggestion on my part was 
accepted and it was my total 
input into the choice ot uni- i 
lorin.

Allies To Follow 
Leader to Peking

Having aet the ball In motion with President Nixon's visit 
to China last Febmrary, the United Stales government Is 
watching closely as Its most dedicated allies In Asia step out on 
the well-trod path to Peking. 


The official American posi¬ 
tion, as outlined by state de¬ 
partment spokesmenr is that 
he U.S. welcomes steps that 
reduce tension, provided mu¬ 
tual security is not compro¬ 
mised. 

But since the U.S. vigw of 
security as it aBects China 
has been plainly undergoing 
drastic changes under Nixon 
and foreign policy adviser 
Henry Kissinger. China’s im¬ 
mediate neighbors in Asia 
have begun to make their own 
accommodations to the al¬ 
tered situation. 

Tlie aggressive new Japa¬ 
nese premier, Kakuei Tanaka, 
plans to visit Peking next 
month for talks that should at 
the very least help untangle 


this reporter cannot evaluate, 
Preaid^ Sadat recently 
caiUed a private meeting of 
h>gh-rafUcing offioers and 
some civilian security ad¬ 
visers in Alexa ndr ia.

Simirttaneously, Western in¬ 
telligence sources outside 
Egypt confirmed departure of 
Soviet MiG 21, MiG 23. and 
'Tupolev 16 aircraft previously 
us^ to follow U.S. Sixth Fleet 
movements. 

Muham¬ 
mad Heykal, editor of the 
Cairo newspaper Al-Ahram 
and Egypt's rdost carefully 
read conwnantator, poUisbed

titled "Tile Muffled Dialogue 
In Moscow." 

H e imagined Marshal 
Grechko, the Soviet de¬ 
fence minister, as telling Sovi¬ 
et Communist party secretary 
Leonid Brezhnev that "Soviet 
pi^ who were defending the 
depth of Egyptian - territory 
also provided a reserve air 
cover (or the Soviet fleet in 
the Mediterranean. 

"And would that fleet now 
have to revert to dependepce 
on Odessa (the Soviet Black 
Sea port) for its supplies? 
That would be a grave stra¬ 
tegic setback." 

It could be a valuable bar¬ 
gaining counter with the Rus¬ 
sians in the difficutt months 
(ot Soviet-Arab relations that 
now seem to lie ahead.

Want your floor sanded? A cuitain rod 
hung? A pantsuit made? A peephole put in 
your front door? A cupboard installed? 

If you are a Soviet citizen, more likely 
than not you will seek help from the thou¬ 
sands of privateers who operate "on the 
left." as It is called. The state-run eemumy 
simply cannot cope with the growing demand 
for consumer services, and — in most cases 

— is not prepared even to provide them. 

Now comes a bold proposal to legalize this 

vast reservoir of "underground" activity by 
permitting the formation of service coopera¬ 
tives, from small family-type operations to 
large ateliers. It is even suggested that such 
a cooperative could run a string of coffee 
houses, a hotel with a restaurant, or a small 
shop. 

Although this Is not a plea for private 
businesses in so many words, it is tan¬ 
tamount to that. The author ip>es so far as to 
suggest that the Soviet Union could profit 
from the experience of East Germany. Hun¬ 
gary and Poland, where "individual" en¬ 
terprises arc permitted to (unction under 
state contixjl. 

* ★ * 

These ideas, wliich must sound almost like 
heresy to a Soviet Marxist’s ears, are raised 
in the Literary Gazette this-week and do not 
carry the stamp of official approval. But tlie 
very (act they are under discussion suggests 
that the regime may at long last be mulling 
over the implementation of party leader Leon¬ 
id Brezhnev’s enigmatic proposal at the 24th 
congress last year. 

- On that occasion Brezhnev advocated that 
thought he given to a system whereby retired 
persons, housewives and invalids could per- 
f)rm services out of their own home or 
through cooperatives. He said legal regula¬ 
tion should be improved and help extended 
toward this end. 

The proposal seemed noteworthy at the 
time, but then nothing more was heard abi^ut 
it. 


If the Literary Gazette discussion actually 
leads to a more liberal policy In the services 
sphere, it could represent a revolutionary 
step in this dogmatically socialist socie^ 
where with few exceptions, everything is 
owned and run by the state.

Some cooperative ateliers as well as pri¬ 
vate services, such as dressmaking, are per¬ 
mitted to operate officially, but these are 
limited in scope or are heavily taxed. 

The author of the article, Alexandar Levi- 
kov. acknowledges that the state has ambi¬ 
tious plans for expanding the number of ser¬ 
vice enterprises throughout the country. But. 
he writes with astonishing frankness and 
irony: 

"I doubt that all these factories, combines 
and millions of sales, if they continue to 
operate the way they do now, will be able to 
compete—not with the kopecks earned by the 
'privateer,' but with his offer of service at 
any time of day or week. 

"With his stupendous understanding of 
competition. With his knowledge of the pay- 
ehulogy of clients. With his resourcefulness. 
With his high quality of work. With his most 
simple, firm principle: first the work, then 
the pay."

Bold and.new reforms are needed in the 
service indu^ry, writes Levlkov, adding that 
Russians are fully willing to pay more for 
personalized service — to have the laundry 
delivered t6 the door, or to have a tailor 
come to the home. 

Finally, he argues that some private ser- 
vidbs already function in the country, "it is 
strange and illogical," he states, "to permit 
one person to hang out his sign (‘pleated 
skin.s on the third fl*)or’’) and to forbid 
other — a hairdresser, say. the same." It all 
sounds like a nudge for private enterprise.

Premier Tanaka is sche¬ 
duled to meet with Nixon in 
Honolulu Aug. 31 in advance 
of his visit to Peking. 

He has promised to "ex¬ 
plain personally" to Nixon his 
government's policies and la 
expected to give what reas¬ 
surance* he can to the Ameri¬ 
cans about Japanese policy 
toward Taiwan and U.S. bases 
in Japan. 

Field Marshal Thano Kitti- 
kachom of Thailand, whose 
regime ousted the Thai parlia¬ 
ment in a ooup last No¬ 
vember, is similarly believed | 
to be keeping Washington well I 
informed of his moves. I 

Thailand is particularly | 
anxious to end the com- | 
munist-backed insurgency in j 
sevei^al areas of the country. 
The Thaii have accused the 
Chinese of promoting the 
trouble. 

But Thailand’s position Is 
made more delicate by the 
fact Its pc^Hilation of about 30 
million Includes some three 
million Chinese, while it* 
seven American air bases and 
more than 45,000 U.S. military 
men make it the chief home 
for American air power in 
Southeast Asia now that the 
American presence in Viet¬ 
nam I* being phased out. 

Although the Thai decision 
is regarded here as signifi¬ 
cant, greater attention is 
being paid to the Japanese 
moves. 

As the dominant Industrial 
and economic force in Asia, 
Japan awakened slowly to the 
inevitable respcmsIbUlties 
which accompany such 
power. 

The "Nixon shock," as Jap¬ 
anese journalists described 
the U.S. president's China pol¬ 
icy, has in the end forced 
Tc4cyo to appreciate its 
changed relatkmship with 
both the U.S. and (^ina.

Dr. Barber has 
no power to settle claims but 
can subpoena records and 
witnesses. 

“The government tried to 
put Barber up as a nentral 
commissioner," brotherhood 
lawyer James O'Reilly told 
the final session of the threb- 
day meeting. “He is no mix'e 
neutral than I am."

First Under New Law 


Teachers Appeal Dismissals 


Two Greftter Victoria teach¬ 
ers wito tenure who have 
been dismissed by the school 
board have appealed their dis¬ 
missals to Education Minister 
Donald Brothers. 

In a cabinet order made 
public tola week a board of 
refemce haa been aet to 
hear their appeal as must ba 
done under terms of the Pito- 
lic Schools Act 

The teachers are believed to 
be the first In the province to 
appeal dismissals since new 
laws governing flrii^ of ten¬ 
ured teachers were passed by 
the govemm«it at the 1972 
session ot the Legislature. 

The cabinet order identified 
the two as Bona C., Mac- 
Murchie and Evelyn M. Ball. 
School district sources said 
Miss MacMurchie was a 
teacher at Margaret Jenkins 
elementary and Mias Ball at 
Lampoon eknentary. 


Both bad taught in the dis¬ 
trict for more than five years. 

The sources declined to 
state the reas<m why the two 
had been dismissed. The 
board of reference hearing is 
^quasi-judicial proceeding. 

' Under the terms of the 
amended Public Schools Act, 
a schoerf board may discharge 
a. teacher who believe 
"has been guilty erf misebn- 
duct, neglect of duty, or refus¬ 
al to obey a lawful order orf 
the board;'* one who has 
been convkM of a criminal 
offence if they believe it "in¬ 
advisable" that he (xmtinue 
teaching; or one vdiom they 
believe is incompetent. 

Neither of the two has ifeen 
convicted of any criminal of¬ 
fence. 

In the case of the appeal of 
a teacher dismissed on 
grounds of incompetence, a 
board of reference is not set 


up. A different proc^ure Is 
specified by the Public 
Schools Act, resulting in the 
establishment of / a review 
commission. 

All members of a review 
oommission are educators, 
while on a board reference, 
like the one set up In the case 
of Miss Ball and Miss Mao- 
Murohle, the chairmui at 
least must be a lawyer, no¬ 
minated by the chief justice 
of toe B.C. <jourt of App^. 

One of the other tvra 
members the reference 
board is appointed by the ex¬ 


ecutive of the B.C. Teachers 
Federatkm; the third by the 
executive of the B.C. School 
Trustees Association. 

The board's decision U final 
and binding upon both the 
teachers and the boqrd in¬ 


volved, and if the teacher 
wins tiw appeal, he must be 
reinstated immediately. 

The decision of a board of 
reference may be appealed by 
either party to the B.C. Gouri 
of Appeal.

The iirobieins witli the Oak 
Bay signs were discussed at a 
meeting of council's zoning 
committee Thursday morning, 
when a police representative 
told the committee he had 
askixl party representatives 
to take down offending signs. 

Committee chairman Aid. 
Brian Smith said the commit¬ 
tee members felt the sign 
bylaw "should be enforced 
equally." Candidates for polit¬ 
ical office should not be al-* 
lowetl to* break it while bu-- 
sinesses couldn't. 

For example, real estate 
agents \vepe ‘limited in the 
size of signs they could put up 
by the bylaw, and they didn’t 
feel it was fau* tivat politicians 
could put up larger ones. 

Smith said that, under the 
sign bylaw, biUboards — 
w hich he felt meant signs out¬ 
side buildings — may not be 
any larger in commercial 
zones than 2U square feet. 
Tills uormally means a sign 
aiiout 20 inciies long by lU 
inches high. 

He tliought It would be pos¬ 
sible /or people lo hav e larger 
signs as long as they kepi 
them in their windows. 

Hr felt it possible the com¬ 
mittee would consider amend¬ 
ing the bylaw liefore another 
election t<i allow greater fi’ee- 
d*im of signs tor candidates 
within, perhaps, the rN) days 
immediately preceeding the 
election. 

"The politicians have to he 
allowed to advertise their 
wares when there’s an eleciion 
on. as long as they keep it 
within reason.” Smith said. 

During the 1968 provincial 
byelectitm there was also dif-' 
ficiilty with signs, mainly in 
that case Social Credit ones, 
which contravened the bylaw.

“By delaying action on this 
matter now, we would only 
give that industry the o^nwr- 
tunity to (xmtinue frustrating 
our efforts in cleaning up the 
city,” Pollen said. 

He tt»ld council that ever 
since the amendments were 
proposed, the sign industry 
had. laum-lied a "sign cru¬ 
sade” for new advertising 
contracts. 

He said at no point had the 
industry made any attempts 
to present the city with a 
brief outlining why the 
changes shouldn’t go into ef¬ 
fect. 

When a sign company re- 
presentiatve in the audience 
said one of his firm’s repre¬ 
sentatives had sought a meet¬ 
ing with Uie mayor but was 
lurnevi down, Pollen became 
visibly angered. 

He demanded to know how- 
much notice that represent¬ 
ative had given him prior to 
the requested meeting; he 
was told that the person in 
question had flown into Vic¬ 
toria tiylne to meet the 
mayor the same day. 

•'.Ai-e you suggesting that 
tlie ctiief magistrate of this 
city sliould be available at the 
comings ant1 goings of your 
-company?” Pollen snapped. 


He added that the city 
might even have been able to 
discuM tlie changes with rep- 
reseotatives of the industry 
”lf you had been able to slow 
down your worid traveller for 
two or three days.” 

Aid. Mike Young pointed 
out the changes might require 
"a second look after they 
have been In effect for a 


wliile.” but to delay action at 
this time would be dangeious. 

Aid. Percy Frampton was 
the only one to oppose the 
changes. He moved the mat¬ 
ter be referred back to com¬ 
mittee. but the nrK>tic« was 
defeated by a 7-1 vote. 

Frampton then moved an 
amendment which would have 
extended the time during 
which aU billboards must be

Windfalls 


I 


Every year, in late micUummer, I 
get a lot of plaintive letters from back¬ 
yard gardeners complaining that the 
immature apples are all falling off hw 
treasured tree. It is quite a common 
thing to see the back lawn littered with 
windfalls, dnd while It is often possible 
to use these up in making wine or 
api^esauce, it is still quite a substantial 
loss of potential fruit crop. Strangely 
enough, heavy losses through windfalls 
are hardly ever experienced In com¬ 
mercial orchards except under hurri¬ 
cane conditions. 

Healthy apples should stay on the 
tree until harvest time, improving in 
color and flavor as they swell in size. 
There Is, of course, the so<alled “June 
drop” — which in our climate more 
often occurs iri July — in which the tree 
thins out its own crop to more or less 
balance its budget, retaining only the 
number of fruits it can support conve¬ 
niently, but any great number of wind¬ 
falls in August is a pretty sure sign that 
SotnbtMhg \t w'Tong. 'there is-a reaSdb' 
for it -^ perhaps several reasons - and 
it is up to the home gardener tcTdd a lit¬ 
tle detective wv)ri< to find Tl)e cori'ecl 
^liswer. 


First thing to do is check the nutn- 
tion of the tree. If feeding has been in¬ 
adequate, leaves will be smallish and of 
a poor color, and the tree will produce 
a very large number of sihall apples, 
many which will drop off as competi¬ 
tion for avaiUble food and moisture 
becomes acute. I haye mentioned sever¬ 
al times in previous columns how fertil¬ 
izer can be applied to trees growing In 
lawns or grassed-over areas — by pour¬ 
ing nutrientso lutJons into crowbar holes 
thrnug^i the sod in the area under the 
outermost branch tips. On cultivated 
ground, I don't think you can beat a 
generous surface mulch of old rotted 
manure. 

Dryness at the roots will have mucli 
the same effect as malnutrition, and if 
water is applied, it should be in the 
same drip area, away out under the 
branch tips. Crowbar holes again will 
help get it down to where it will do tiie 
most good.

front thirst as a result of too much- 
water. With poor drainage and soggy, 
stagnant soil in the rooting area, the 
very fine i*oot hairs through which the 


tree takes in its food and water become 
decayed, and the tree finds itself In the 
predicament of the Ancient Mariner . 
“Water, water everywhere and not a 
drop to drink” — or rather, no roof 
hairs widi which to drink it. 

Impertoct pollination often results In 
an apparently good set of fruit which 
later dn^, but this usually occurs 
when the apples are very small. Incor¬ 
rect pruning, either too light or too 
drastic, can also upset the balance of 
the tree and cause fniit drop. 

By far the most common cause of 
near-mature windfalls, toough, is the 
prevalence of insect pests, and here is 
where the commercial or^ardist scores 
over the baclo^ard amateur — He 
sprays regularly, and at the propei 
times. If your windfalls have a hole in 
the eye and a worm in the core, codlin 
moth is your trouble. If you finda rib- 
bon-like scar or streak on the skin of 
your fallen fruit, your pest is the larva 
of the apple sawfly.

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Mosquito Foe 
Just Grins 
At Objectors 
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. LANGLEY (CP) - Robert 
Smith says he's Just doing a 
job. 

But the Job — spraying the 
pesticide Malathion to ccmtrol 
a mosquito outbreak — haa 
raised tempers to fever pitch 
-iki the Coquitlam district of 
British Columbia’s Lower 
Mainland. 

"We*re Just the applicators. 
We’re just the guys who put it 
on." the Australian said with 
a slight smile when asked M 
he had any special feelings 
about being the man who flies 
the plane spraying C^xiuit- 
lam's mosquitoes. 

Smith works for an Abbots¬ 
ford company that has a 
thre^year ccaitract vHth the 
T^^tier'Vailey^Moequrttr'C!^^ 
trol Boari! to spray Malajh- 
ion. 

Some Coquitlam residents, 
whose area is said to be suf¬ 
fering its worst mosquito 
problem since 1948. have vi¬ 
gorously protested the spray¬ 
ing. 

The pesticide, although it 
breaks dowh readily and does 
not create a lasting envinm- 
mental problem, is %ktremely 
hazardous to use and. of 
course, kills not only mosqui¬ 


toes but beneficial Insects as 
well. 

One resident, a beekeeper, 
has set up what she calls "an¬ 
ti-aircraft" balloon clusters 
over her property. 

The balloons were supposed 
to ward off the spray plarte, 
but pilot Smith says the bal¬ 
loons are too low to affect 
him. 

"They Just show me where 
to stay away. I fly around the 
property, not over it." 

He said he flies his Cessna 
monoplane alcmg a predeter¬ 
mined route, but he added 
that he does not guarantee 
that the spray will not settle 
wide of its mark. 

Aerial spraying of all pes- 
. is ooming loto-iacrees* 

ing disfavor with environ¬ 
mentalists and government 
control agencies. Officials In 
Coquitlam say that ground- 
control methods, however, 
have not been adequate to 
cope with this year’s mosquito 
crop. 

PoeJs and ponds left over 
from spring flooding of the 
^JTraser River have been 
blamed for nurturing the 
clou^ of mosquitoes and 
other insects currently feast¬ 
ing on Coquitlam’s residents.

In Job Plan

Vancouver Island has the 
best record under the provin¬ 
cial Job opportunities pro¬ 
gram, Municipal Affairs Min¬ 
ister Dan Campbell said 
Thursday. 

Campbell, who is chairman 
of tbs' program committee, 
said the scheme is receiving 
"outstanding su|)porf’ from 
employers in B.C. 

To date 889 employers have 
given Jobs to people holding 
eligibilit>’ certificates under 
the program, which is de¬ 
signed to find work for wel¬ 
fare recipients. 

"The best employment 
record has been obtained on 
Vancouver Island where 382 
employees have been hired by 
213 employers." (!^mpl>eil 
laid. 

Of those holding certifi¬ 
cates, jobs were found for 25 
per cent. This was also out¬ 
standing. according to the 
minister as studies of welfare 


rolls had indicated that only 
about 20 per cent were realis¬ 
tically able to seek employ- 
•ment. 

It was learned Wednesday 
that spending on the jobs pro¬ 
gram has almost reached the 
$1.5 million diark. Cabinet ap¬ 
proved an e?ctra $300,000 for 
the scheme this week. 

And a department spokes¬ 
man said of the 9,400 persons 
with eligibility certificates to 
date. 1,.500 lUd been found 
jobs. 

C^mpheU's figures Thurs¬ 
day don't make the actual po¬ 
sition of the number employed 
and holding certificates any 
clearer. 

However. Campbell did say 
Thirsday that it was "'Obvious 
that a determined program 
such as the job opportunities 
program can be fundamental 
in reaching tho hard-core un¬ 
employed employables on the 
welfare rolls."'

VANCOUVER (CP) — Pre¬ 
mier Bennett is being 
billed 510.000 for die use by 
the Social Credit League of a 
toliacco advertising billboard.

MacDonald Tobacco Com¬ 
pany has been unable to use 
its billboards since last Sep¬ 
tember because of the Social 
Credit government’s liquor 
and tobacco advertising ban. 

So it came as a bit of a 
shock when a sign saying “Be 
sure — build with the Bennett 
team — Social Credit” went 
up on a billboard the day 
after the premier called the 
Aug. 30 provincial electi<m. 

“Basing had this legislation 
t() live with, it was a double 
slap to suddenly have the gov¬ 
ernment party that introduced 
it occupying-•ftfacdonald’i bill¬ 
board property,” said Dune 
Holmes, Vancouver manager 
of Macdonald’s ad agency, 
)lay Ibrresan and Associates 
(International) Ltd. 

“I’m sure, however, that 
Mr. Bennett will pay his bill 
without delay and many will 
benefit because of his ges¬ 
ture.” 

Holmes said he sent the 
510,000 bill to the premier 


Wednesday asking him to 
make out his cheque to the 
1972 Lower Mainland United 
Way campaign. 

He said Macdcmald Tobacco 
has contractual rights to the 
billboard for advertising pur^ 
poses until 1975. It has been 
used to carry public 8er\ice 
messages. 

As soon as the Social Credit 
party message appeared, the 
avertising agency asked Wal¬ 
lace Neon Ltd., which rents 
the billboard to Macdonald, to 
remove it. 

But Wallace Neon — headjsd 
by Surr^ Social Credit can¬ 
didate Jim Wallace — re¬ 
fused. 

“We were faced with legal 
action oc doing something 
else, and felt the approach 
now being taken was more 
appropriate,” said Holemes.

The four-month hold¬ 
out by the coast region’s 
rebel fallers is over. 

The men who like to call 
toemselves “nigged individu¬ 
alists” surrendered Thursday 
with some reluctance and a 
feeling that they had been let 
down by toelr own union and 
the labor movement as a 
whole. 

After a meeting in Parks- 
ville, they agreed to return to 
work and put an end to a 
wildcat strike toat began in 
mid-April. They wanted a 
standard piecework pricing 
formula and no part of the 580 
day rate negotiated for them 
by the:ir unkw, the Interna¬ 
tional Woodworkers of Ameri- 
ca. 

‘"nie public should realize 
how the men felt, tiiat they 
surely to God didn’t want this 
day rate imposed on them.” 
said Chuck Evans of Nanai¬ 
mo. a spokesman for the 
fallers. 

“But the men will live with 
it. You could sense that at the 
meeting. They’ll live witli it 
word by word,” he said. 

It was his way of saying toe 
fallers, who will now be paid 
on a straight daily rate and 
not tor the amount of timber 
they cut, could be expected to 
work to rule. This, in tun), 
could mean less log produc¬ 
tion. 

How did he feel now that 
the long battle had been lost? 

"I feel the whole labor 
movement in British Colum¬ 
bia should hang their heads 
over this defeat. 

“If nothing else, I think ^ve 
have exposed the rotten lead¬ 
ership of our own union.” 

Evans said the IWA coast 
leaders had forced the settle¬ 
ment on the fallers and had 
prevented them from receiv¬ 
ing funds while they were out. 
He claimed the B.C. Federa¬ 
tion of Labor could have pro- 
\ided help with its emergency 
fund but didn’t because “it 
was playing politics.” 

Did he not think this was 
because the fallers' weie en¬ 
gaged in an ill^al action — a 
wildcat strike? 

"No. Because an awful lot

CAMPUKLL RfVKU — A 
Vancouver Islander now liv¬ 
ing in Jajjan is in Campi>eU 
River tliis week renewing ac¬ 
quaintances with old fi’ienUa 
slie has not seen since 1942 ^ 
when she and her family were 
dispossessed of their tiome 
and business and shipped to 
an internment camp in tlio in¬ 
terior of B.C. 

Many long-time residents of 
I3ie district have called at the 
home of Mr. and Mra. Hay 
Compton to meet tUeir old 
friend, Mrs. Uki Shinmoto, 
and rMninisce about eaily 
days in Campbell River. 

It was a delightful .surprise 
for this native daughter of tlie 
Island^ be welcomed by s«> 
many former neighbors—who 
ehe had not seen since shortly 
after tlie outbreak of hostil¬ 
ities between die Allies end 
Jajmn. 

Sirs. Shinmoto was bom 
and raised in Cumberland. As 
a young woman she went to 
work at the old International 
Timber Company, now tlie 
Elk River 'Timber Company, 
as a nursemaid to the chil¬ 
dren of the manager. While 
there she met Abie Shinmoto 
who was employed as a log¬ 
ger at the old “L'T.’’ | 

They were married in 
Campbell River by Rev. AHun 
Greene of die Columbia Coast 
Mission. TTiey had two sons, 
Sage and ‘Leslie — both bom 
dn Campbell River. 

In the late 19208 they took 
over the operation cif tlie firet 
laundry in Campliell River 
•wliich bad been establfsticd in 
1920 by 

ciAkple in what hati 
been built as an annex to 
old Willows Hotel — approxi¬ 


mately where the pre.sent 
C^i’mi>l>ell River I.aundi'y is 
now' locrftcd. Tlie otlier parts 
of tile «>ld annex had been con¬ 
verted into apartments where 
many ol Campliell Kiver’.s pi¬ 
oneer citizens lived for vao- 
ing periods of time. 

In Decemlior. 1941, Japan 
entered the iiecond World War 
on the side of tlie Axis. Tliis 
spelled doom for many Cana¬ 
dians of Japanese origin wlu.* 
bad lived and worked, on tlie 
B.C. coast for many years. 

Mi’s. Sliinnioto. witii her 
liustximl and children, and 
hundreds of lier fellow Cana¬ 
dians. were summarily re¬ 
moved to tlie interh>r of tiic 
pixirincc. taking with tliem 
only their clotlies and p.T- 
sonal belongings and leaving 
behind them their liunies and 
their life’s work.- 


The ShinmotoR were 
'shipped off to an internment 
camp at Hope where they* 
lived ft>r more than two 
years. Tlien they were givvn 
the choice of being moved to 
eastern Canada or being sent 
to Japan and they ctxwe the 
latter. Eventually lliey ar¬ 
rived in Hiroshima shortly 
after the Ixirabiug of that city, 
where Mrs. Shinmoto has 
UvchI ever since.- Shinmoto 
died in 19.')9. fjeaMe is mnv 
married and the fatlier of two 
Utile girls. .Sage, the elder 
son. passed away in May, 
1971. 

Ml'S. Shinmoto, who is on a 
tiircc montlis’ visit to Canadit, 
plans to vlfih relatives in Van¬ 
couver Hud eastern t'anuda 
before leaving lier native land 
to retuni i > Japan.

NANALMO— The chamber 
of commerce’s industrial dev¬ 
elopment committee iia.s rec¬ 
ommended support of nuclear 
power lor the Nanaimo area. 

In a report prepared after 
eight months of study, the 
committee sa^s <Hie third of 
Vancouver Island’s electrical 
power for the Nanaimo area, 
mainland through a cable now 
running to capacity. 

"The situation is^so serious 
tliat the heav'y industrial 
usere are on an inton*upted 
use basis; their power can be 
cut any time the demand re¬ 
quires it.” the report says. 
'•‘The mills would have to shut 
down as tiiey do not have 
standby power units.!’ 

The report says the situa¬ 
tion will become more serious 
as growth continues with 
brownouts and plant shut¬ 


downs if more power is not 
made available. 

The committee rejected 
hydro electric power because 
of the ecoU'gical carnage done 
by large dams, and rejected 
fossil ttiels because of their 
scarcity. 

Since It would take a mini¬ 
mum (rf six years for a power 


plant to begin producing elec¬ 
tricity, action should be taken 
s«)on to avoid a serious power 
shortage, the report say.s. 

'The report follows the hear¬ 
ing of presentations from both 
sides of tlie nuclear power 
question and release of a sur¬ 
vey dcMie for tlie chamber last 
year by Atomic Energy of 
Canada Ltd.

Both women have complet¬ 
ed ah 18 montli training 
Course ip graphoanolysis. a 
method of scientific handwrit¬ 
ing analysis. Mrs. Nowrath, in 
describing handwriting char¬ 
acteristics referred to it as 
“brainwriting.” as the hand is 
an extension of the mind, and 
exi>resses our mental pat¬ 
terns. 

“Even if someone is guiding 
another person's hand while 
tliey are writing, tlie ciiarac- 
'•teristics of the one who is 
directing the wTiting come 
through,” she said. 

To proy^ this she referred 
to a c^urt case at Nanaimo 
wliere analysis of a signature 
proved the person who wrote 
It was having his hand held 
and directed by a' second 
party. 

Mrs. Beise, who is an ele¬ 
mentary school teacher in the 
Cowichan district, said slie 
often finds there is much mis¬ 
understanding about tlie va¬ 
lidity of handwriting analysis 
among the public. She re- 
feri'ed to graphoanalysis as a 
scientific method, adding “It 
has notliing to do with parlor 
games orjfortune telling.” 

She said handwriting analy¬ 
sis has much use < 2 titside of 
thexourt room. 

“It can lie used in business, 
for employee application, to 
determine the right person for 
the right job. or for determin¬ 
ing whether or not an individ¬ 


ual is 111 the v^icatioii most 
suited to bis mental and emo¬ 
tional - characteristics. Some 
p^ychologiRt.s use it also, to 
eliminate liours of consulta¬ 
tion." 

She also foil people should 
have their own liandvvritiug 
analyzed in order to gain 
better understanding of them¬ 
selves. -‘Young couples could 
use It to find out how well 
suited they are to one an- 
' other, as pe(»ple who are in 
love are not always suited for ' 
each other.’’ 

Mrs. Beise said that as part 
ot her course she did an anal¬ 
ysis of Captain George Van 
couver's liaiidvvriting, which 
she obtained from Uie pnjvin- 
cial archives. ^ 

"II was most fascinating to 
discover what motivated 
him,” she said. “He did in his 
life's work those things he 
was most gifted to do. He had 
a lot of strength and initia¬ 
tive, but was also quite tem¬ 
peramental. I’ll bet he was a. 
devil to work under, and I can 
understand now how lie died 
at the age of 39. He burned 
himself out.” 

Both Mrs. Beise and Mrs. 
Nmvrath have also analyzed 
their own handwriting and 
feel they have a greater 
understanding of themseh'es 
as a result. “It’s more dif¬ 
ficult to deceive yourself 
when you can see your per¬ 
sonality before you,” said 
Mrs. ^ise.

During tlie 1968 pnwincial 
byelectiim there was also dif¬ 
ficulty with signs, mainly In 
that case Social Credit ones, 
which contravened the bylaw.

He would, he .said., lie glad 
to move the sign so it didn’t 
prolnide aliove the roof of a 
building, which breaks an¬ 
other section ot the bylaw. 

Skead said he hoiJeir he 
could get Hams U) co-operate 
with the nuinicipality in re¬ 
moving the olfending sign, but 
the municipality might con¬ 
sider taking him to court if It 
couldn’t get results any ollrcr 
way. 

bi Saanich. Insp. Harry 
Adams said there had been no 
complaints so far alumt signs. 
If there were, the police

He said for more than 30 
years, the sign industry had 
tiTLstrated the a^xiraticais oi 
the community as expressed 
through its elected represent¬ 
atives. 

“By delaying action on this 
matter now, we would only 
gi\e that industry the oppor¬ 
tunity to oemtinue frustrating 
our efforts in cleaning up tlie 
city.” Pollen said. 

He told coimdl that ever 
since toe amendments were 
proposed, the sign industry 
had launched a “sign cru¬ 
sade” for new advertising 
contracts. 

He said at no point had the 
industry made any attempts 
lo present toe city witli a 
brief outlining why the 
changes slxHildn't go into ef¬ 
fect. 

When a sign company re- 
presCntiatve in the audience 
said one of his firm's repre¬ 
sentatives iiad sought d meet¬ 
ing with toe mayor but was 
turned down, Pollen became 
visibly anger^. 

He demanded to know’ ho\v- 
mueh notice that represent¬ 
ative had gh’en him prior to 
the requested meeting: he 
was told that the person in 
question had flow-n into Vic¬ 
toria trying to meet the 
mayor the same day. 

“.\re you suggesting that 
tlie cliief magistrate of tois 
city sliould be available at the 
comings and goings of your 
company?” Pollen snap)>ed
